NEEDS SOME FIXING 


Complaints Heard on All Sides About the System Under 


Which the Engine House Boys Are 


WorKing 


The fire department certainly de- 


serves censure for the showing made 
last night at the fire across the river. 
The thirty thousand dollars-to be ex- 
pended on Improving the department's 
equipment would not have helped mat- 
ters much, even if all the equipment 
that will shortly be purchased had 
been available last evening. 


The whole trouble lies in the fact 


that the flre department feels content 
with keeping everything in the engine 
house in the pink of condition, bright 
works burnished, harness soft -with oil, 
floor as near as a parlor's. Where the 
trouble always occurs is -with the water 
supply. A hydrant Is out of order, it 
is attached to too small a main, or 
the fire bell fails to perfectly indicate 
the box. 


The duty of the chief of the fire de- 


partment is to issue orders to his men 
to flush each hydrant once a week so 
that it can be depended upon and to 
likewise test each alarm box. 
This 


is what ten men out of every ten in 
this city would say if the matter was 
presented to them. 
,0, 


This is not done. 
The hydrant to 


"which the steamer was attached last 
night had never been flushed since it 
was put in and instead of water there 
issued an ooze of the consistency of 
molasses. A minute of pumping clog- 
ged the steamer and nozzle sent forth 
a stream hardly more effective than 
that from a garden hose. 


But the delay in getting to the flre 


waa the most provoking part of the 
whole business. 
As soon as he saw 


the flre Ralph Seagraves ran to box 
54 and pulled the lever. Not a sound 
came from the flre bell. , Martin Sim- 
mons turned In box 62. 
It rang 31. 


In the meantime someone pulled box 
6 at the coiner of Commercial and 
Lake streets. 
This time the bell rang 


true and the department was out on 
the run, bound for a destination on the 
oposito side of the river from the loca- 
tion of the 
flre 
After going several 


blocks out of their way, someone halt- 
ed the department and they returned to 
the business center and crossed the 
Virginia-street bridge. 


The fire by this time had spent its 


fiuy and the isolated buildings in the 
vicinity had cooled off. Then came the 
fiasco with the mud-charged hydrant. 
Finally the steamer -was moved to a 
ditch and the dying embers were cooled 
oft. 


Suppose instead of vac ant lots there 


had been buildings around the burn- 
ing barn. 
The loss would have run 


into many thousands of dollars and all 
through the neglect of the fire depart- 


to keep its alarm boxes and hy- 


drants in shape. 


The chief has probably never con- 


sidered it a portion of his duty to have 
the fire laddies visit every plug and 
box in the city once a week, accom- 
panied by their ^equipment, and test j 


them. It is only exercise for men an 
horses and certSdnly is more necessary 
than the purchase of additional engine 
and buildhig more fire houses. 
Thi 


is a lesson that will probably neve 
need a repitition. 


Box 6 pealed forth another alarm 


last night. "Within twelve seconds af 
ter the bell began ringing the whol 
department, aroused from slumber, hai 
dressed, harnessed and -was out of th 
engine house, dashing down commercia 
street. A bit broke on the engine team 
and the horses were thrown, but hap 
pily not seriously injured. The boy, 
in 
the fire house 
certainly piovei 


themselves as quick as cats and cog 
nizant of their details of duty., Thei 
failure at the flre earlier in the even 
ing ceitamly must be due to the system 
and not to the individual members I: 
they were ordeied to make weekly in- 
spection of each hydrant and alarm box 
they certainly would be able to serv 
the city in splendid fashion. Again 
The Journal states that the lesson o: 
last night -will piobably need no repe 
tition. Chief Leeper will certainly at 
tend to this most important matter anc 
thus the department will be made as 
effectual as the taxpayers of Reno have 
a right to desire and demand that i 
should be.

CLEVELAND NOT A CANDIDATE

R. -CLEVELAND in a letter to the Broklyn Eagle 


emphatically denies that he Js a candidate for tha 


presidential nomination and furthermore states that under 
no conditions or circumstances would he accept it. In giv- 
ing this letter to the public, we agree .with the Mostpelier 
(Vt.) Argus that Mr. Cleveland has performed a public 
service whiich even* his enemies must applaud. 


The, Journal has never believed that Mr. Cleveland 


"would again become a candidate and has so expressed it- 
Belf, though the .movement in his favor started .last Spring 
at one time seemed likely to become -formidable. We sirs 
pleased,, as a majority of the Democrats all over the 
country will- be pleased, that he has acted .up to the high 
opinions that many entertained of him. "We are not dis- 
posed to, be of the number who believe that Mr. Cleve- 
-land waited until assured that he' had little chance of se- 
curing the nomination before Issuing his declination. It 
"was not necessary that he should decline what was not 
offered and what could not be offered him until the meet- 
ing of the national convention.. 
'• • 


. .With the growing, dissatisfaction over Roosevelt and 
the high esteem in, which Cleveland is held by many Re- 
publicans it, is not impossible that he might 'be elected ?£ 
.nominated by his party. 
But his nomination could only 


be accomplished after a bitter fight that would devide the 
Democratic party further than ever and leave it in a .poor 
condition to impress Its policies on the country if success- 
ful in electing a 'president. A two-thirds majority is re- 
quired to effect a nomination in the national convention. 
Bryan men, or men who believe in his policies, control 
much more than one-third of the votes and the nomination 


. of a man* they oppose is impossible unless they are concil- 
iated or defeated. The Cleveland element- has shown no 
disposition towards conciliation. They have rather evinc- 


^ed a disposition to fight. It is possible by hard fighting 
they might have secured a two-thirds majority of the del- 
egates.' That would only leave the defeated ones disgrun- 
tled and angry and would argue poorly for a united 


'Democratic effort in the campaign. 
Cleveland's election 


if accomplished would have to be by Republican yotes. 
By his declination to accept the nomination all the clifu- 
culties attending the situation are removed. Mr. Bryan 
.long ago declined to be considered a candidate again. 
Thus the two important leaders of the opposing factions 
in the party are removed from consideration. It how re- 
mains for the party to decide on some man with whom it 
can have a full chance of winning. The differences of the 
past may be dropped and forgotten in the necessities of 
the present. There is no occasion to revive a qxiestion- as 
to what a man has been or done in the past. The only 
question is, what he can do and will do now. 


There are those who see in any effort to win a victory 


"without strict linsjistence on all that any 'man has held 
In the past, a surrender of principle. This is a. false view 
There are now no differences of principle dividing' the 
Democracy. 
There is no question, live at the present 


time, in which they differ. Extremists may say that it 'is 
better not to win than to win with the wrong man on the 
wrong platform. That -is true to a certain extent. But the 
man and the platform on which the Democratic party can 
unite will not be wrong. 
The Democracy can do more 


to forward its principles if in power than if out of power. 
An opposition party can accomplish .little. It cannot al- 
ways prevent much. The party in. control of the govern- 
ment has It in its power to accomplish a great deal and to 
build up the party iln strength for the future. 


With the removal of Bryan and Cleveland from con- 


sideration as candidates, we look for a .softening' of as- 
perities that have existed and harmony' in the party that 
"will insure sucess at the next election. • It Is the highest 
duty of Democrats now to work for such a desirable state 
of affairs, and not to Insist too strenuously on the opin- 
ions they have held in the past. In this 'we do not of course 
advocate any surrender. of cardinal principles. 
If Demo- 


crats do their ;4uty and1 the party goes into the campaign 
of 1904 united and harmonized, it wiil have more; than an 
even chance of "winning.
